	product description: Martin Drake Class F Fly Ash is to be utilized in concrete.  This fly ash is high in silica, aluminum, and iron - 94.4% and low in calcium oxide - 2.8%  which makes this fly ash very good for ASR control.  The fly ash is transported from the Martin Drake Power Plant to the Ray Nixon Power Plant where it is electronically separated.  The fly ash produced has a consistent LOI.
	product useage: To be used in concrete roadways and structures per the concrete mix design.
	cdot benefits: The close proximity to CDOT projects allows for a lower price and therefore less expensive concrete.  The nature of the chemistry of the ash will make the concrete used in the CDOT projects last longer.  The QC/QA is automated and supported by the on-site laboratory.
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
